may have come as surprise to 
read - yesterday's cables concern- 
ing the clash betiveen the Nation- 
al Socialists and“the: Fascists at 
the opening’ of the new Parlia- 


“lment. - We learned from Reuter 


that loud laughter greeted the en- 


‘ Phe rise ‘of the Fascists, which 
endangers «the democratic Re- 
public, is a symptom of German 
perplexity and exasperation with 
the state of the country,.and its 
affairs, both at home and abroad. 
The movement is hard to under- 
gtand, ag its ideas are so strange 
to our own. These ideas are very 
naive. Strong among them is the 
old'German feeling of anti-Semi- 
tism. Hitler’s followers are in re- 
volt’ against the international, 
policies.which have meant the 
carrying’ out of the Treaty of 
Versaillies and resulted in the 
Locarno~Pact with its surrender 
of the claim to Alsace-Lorrainc, 
and its acceptance of the Young 
Plan of Reparations, and'the con- 
tinued disarmament of Germany. 
For this interriationalism they 
naively blame the Jews, whom 
they accuse of an international 
utloole in politics’ and finance. 
They profess hostility to inter- 
national capitalism, but they are 
opposed to socialism in the Mar- 
xinn sense, and bitter enemies of 
the official Socialist Party, the 
Trade Unions and’ especially of 
the Communists. ~ ee 
’ ‘Their “socialism” is undefined 
but: it means vague promises of 
relieving all : hardships, , whereby 
they have attracted large numbers 
of the working.class. The party 
is especially :strong among the 
students and ‘the younger mem- 
bers of the lower middle, class. 
Its members: wear uniform, and 
their demonstrations take . the 
form of marches with brass 
bande, and other military accom:

“OTHE FUTURE OF THE NEW ,

F (To the Editor of "China Mail”) 

Sir—By the Treaty of Nanking 
dated August 29, 1842, made bo- 
tween Great Britain and .Chiha, 
wherein it was recited that where- 
jas the. parties thereto were desir- 
ous of putting an end to the then 
“misunderatandings and conse- 
quent hostilities . Which’ had pre- 
viously ‘arisen between: the two 
‘countries,” ‘the parties, thergto re- 
solved to ‘conclude a’ treaty for 
that purpose, it waa by the third 
clause .of the -sald treaty that: it 
being “obviously ‘necessary and 
that’ British "subjects 
should: have some port at which 
they might caoreen and refit their 
ships when iequired and Keep 
stores -for that purpose,” China 
ceded to Great, Britain the, island 
of Hong Kong,. to be possessed 
in perpetuity ty the latter. 

By a lense dated March 20, 
1860, China lensed to Great Bri- 
tain Tseem-sha-tsuy, (Kowloon) 
and its neighbourhood situated in 
the sub-district of Kowloon in the 
District of Sun-On to-Harry Smith 
Parkes, Eaquire, the then British 
Commissioner, without stating any 
particular. terms of years at an 
‘anniial ‘rental "of 600 taels of 
silver, : ' * 

By the Convention of Peking 
dated October 24, 1860, the above 
lease. of Tseem-sha-tsuy was can- 
celled and China ceded Tseem-sha- 
tsuy to Great Britain in  per- 
petuity, . 

By a Convention dated June 9, 


|1898, made between Great Britain 


and China wherein it was recited 
that whereas it had for many 
years past bean recognised that 
an extension of Hong Kong Ter:

SUICIDE IN CELL. 


INQUEST. HELD: ON A 
PRISONER. 


A STRIP OF BLANKET, ,, 

The closing episode to the sen- 
national happenings which follow- 
ed In quick guecession an attempted 
armed robbery at 203, Laichikok 
Road early on Sunday morning, 
took. place in Mr. H. R. Butters’s 
.Court at Kowloon yesterday, when 
sitting as Coroner, with a jury, his 
Worship held an inquiry into tho 
death of Au Yik, the remand pri- 
soner. who committed suicide by 
hanging himself in a cell at Sham- 
shuipo ‘Police Station at 12.30 p.m,’ 
on Monday, a Httle over two hours 
after his formal appearance before ~ 
Mr. Butters charged with “ having 
been concerned in the attempted 
rebbery. , 

A Chinese constable gave evid- 
ence of finding the man hanging. by 
a strip of blanket from an iron bar 
in the cell, and with the kelp of 
others he.took the'man down, =." 

An Indian constable said that 
only a quarter of an hour before » 
the Chinese constable made his dia-  ~ 
covery, he saw the prisoner alive, | 
sitting in a corner of. the cell. De- 
téctive-Sergeant Meadows, who saw 
the body in the charge-room, de- 
posed that it was that of the pri- 
soner Au Yik who had appeared be- 
fore the Magistrate on Monday 
morning. on 3 

When the Sergeant saw the man 
he appeared to be quite dead, but 
.ag the body was still warm efforts 
were méde to revive him, but with- 
out success, About 20' minutes 
later the man‘was sent to the Kow- 
loon Hospital,, where Dr. Uttley” 
found that Hfe was extinct. 

Dr. Uttley, who héld the post: 
mortem examination, said that 
death was due to strangulation, 
Two ribs were broken. This could 
be attributed either to hanging or. 
to artificial respiration. | 
_ ‘The jury returned a verdict of 
suicide by hanging. :

. VERGIL’S BIRTH. . 


BI-MILLENARY CELEBRATED 
TO-DAY. 

Tivo thousand years ago, Octo- 
ber 16, B.C. 70, there Was ‘born 
near Mantua one of the world’s 
supreme poets, Publius Vergilius 
Maro, commonly known as Vergil 
or’ Virgil. This, great man’s 
character and life, were a8 beauti- 
ful and scrupulously clean. and 
polished as his writings. Like’ our 


own Milton and Tennyson, whom), 


he influenced greatly, Vergil lived 
to write. . That was his mission, 
He was 2 good man, a loyal friend, 
pure in character, greatly beloved, 
honoured when living, revered and 
lamented when dead, After his 
death his. fame" grew steadily, and 
during the Middle Ages both the 
‘poet aid his writings were regard- 
ed as almost, sacred. ». me 

“When Vergil’s first poems, ten 
pastorals | called Eclogues, were 
published every one in Augustan 
Rome who read them recognised 
that a great poet, sounding a fresh 
note and master of the Latin 
tongue, had arisen., 

In the golden Hterary age of 
Rome—the age of Lucretius, Catul- 
lus, Horace, Livy, Tacitus, etc. 
Vergil ‘was tho acknowledged 
laureate. But despite the favour 
of the. great Augustus and ‘the 
respect and adulation. of -all the 
cultured people of the . Roman 
world, ‘the country-bred ' poet 


-ltonged for green pastures and 


frequently escaped to. his country 
retreat. And do It is not surpris- 
ing to learn that. his next publica- 


‘tion, one which placed him at the 


head of, Roman" poets, was “The 


Georgics” which deals with coun-: 


try lfe and the art of hisbandry. 
Augustus then asked Vergil to 
write something {In an Impérial 
strain. The poet complied and the 
result, “The Aeneid,” which 
describes in, noble Janguage and 
majestic, imagery the wanderings 
and. adventures of Aeneas, the 
mythical founder of Rome, is one 
of’ the grentest..of all poems. 
Vergil was busy furbishing ‘this 
mighty epic when he was seized 
with a violent sickness, and, feel- 
ing that his hour was come, gave
